FEEDING YOUNG PIGS. 


rh» FkUralnf KOlM* of VMrloiu ArtlelM *f 
Fowl IB Coiam«B Ha*. 


Much of the future development ot 


pigs depends on how they are fed for 
the first 
four or five months. A 


specially fattening food should be 
avoided, and a ration provided that 
will cause the pigs to grow rapidly 
without laying on fat. 


In the dairy there is plenty of skim- 


milk, which is well adapted to grow 
the young pig, as it is rich in phoa- 
phate of lime to grow the bones and of 
cheesy, albuminoid matter to grow the 
muscles. A little corn may be given 
with the milk. Such pigs never grow 
into little round dumps of fat, but 
grow into rangy shouts. Yet, proba- 
bly, a majority of our readers have the 
pigs without the skim-milk, and we 
must name the food for pigs under such 
circumstances. - One of the best foods 
for the young pig is a small quantity of 
linseed-oil meal, a tablespotmful to the 
fifteen-pound pig, increased as the pig 
grows; this, fed with oats and corn 
ground together, made into a slop, will 
cause rapid growth, tut not premature 
fattening. 
Cotton-seed meal is some- 


times used, but we can not recommend 
it for young pigs. It is not so easily 
digested, and it has not the same bene- 
ficial laxative effect as linaeed meal, 
which is found to be a promoter of 
health in the pig. This can be procured 
at any considerable town all over the 
country, and those who raise and feed 
large numbers of hogs can afford to 
send to the oil mills for it, and get it at 
wholesale rates. It can be bought at 
the mills at $20 to $25 per ton, and it is 
always worth these prices as a food. 
It is so rich in muscle-forming matter 
as to be of great value to feed with 
corn, which is so deficient in this qual- 
ity-Peas are also an excellent pig food, 
rich in muscle-forming matter, and can 
usually be purchased at about the same 
price as linseed meal. Peas and corn, 
ground together, made an excellent 
food, when cooked, for young pigs. 
Millet, ground with oats, will grow 
young piga without fattening them. 
Another combination of food for young 
pigs is, ten bushels of oats, five bushels 
of corn, and one bushel of flaxseed, 
mixed and ground fine together. This 
small proportion of flaxseed will keep 
the digestive organs in the best condi- 
tion. That makes a ration just laxa- 
tive enough for health. We have seen 
a herd of pigs make a magnificent av- 
erage growth upon this ration in win- 
ter. Bran and fine middlings are also 
often used for pigs. They are often 
used to mix with com meal, and make 
a great improvement over feeding the 
meal alone, but pigs do not digest bran 
so well as ruminating animals. We 
have fed bran to pigs with profit to 
make bulk'in the ration, but, as a food, 
we do not consider it as good as the 
other foods we have named. 


In the summer, small pigs will be 


given the benefit of grass in pasture, 
and, in that case, they are not likely to 
fatten much on any food. The grass 
and exercise change the effect of the 
other food materially. 


The feeder must watch the effect of 


food upon his pigs, and if it has too 
much of a fattening effect he must at 
once change the combination of food, 
remove the most fattening part of the 
ration, and substitute something less 
so. 


Why should not those who feed ani- 


mals so carefully, study every element 
in their business as the master meohanlo 
does his. He studies taechanical prin- 
ciples; let the feeder as carefully study 
the effects of foods and know precisely 
how to apply them to produce the de- 
sired effects. Feeders, have, generally, 
paid, so little attention to the different 
qualities of foods, that, their principal 
concern was to see whether the ani- 
mals eat the food with a relish. 
It 


was taken for granted that any food 
eaten readily by animals must be good 
for them, and feeders do not seem to 
think it necessary to have more than 
one food at a time. But the last few 
years have shown much progress in 
studying the relative value of foods, 
and the method of combining them in 
the ration.—National Live-Stock Jour- 
nal. 


Millinery "Notes. 


Flowers will be largely used on bon- 


nets, and feathers on round hats. Only 
one or two of the full blossoms are 
used, but long stems hold buds partly 
blown. Primroses, daffodils, buttercups 
on the nodding stems are the yellow 
flowers most seen, while mignonette 
and aigrettes of slender grasses and 
eaves are seen, and there are thistles 
in every stage of growth and also wil- 
lows. 
There is a decided effort to 


restore ostrich tips to favor for hats, 
also the half long plumes; these ara 
shown in single shades and in several 
tones of color. The small bonnets re- 
main slender, with high, narrow trim- 
mings, but they may be of close cottage 
shapes rounded at the ears or slightly 
pointed. Round hats have high crowns 
tapering slightly, with the brim very 
long in front, short at the back, and 
rolled close and high on the sides. The 
projecting front of the brim shades the 
eyes well, but the sides and back are 
protected. 
Many pointed ends of 


doubled ribbon form the high front 
bows of hats, and two colors of ribbons 
are used in contrast, as, for instance, 
brown and old-rose ribbon. On each 
side of the loops are two sharp wings. 
Some lower-crowned hats are shown 
round like the English turbans, with 
the entire brim rolled evenly.—Cor. 
Detroit Free Press.

APPALUNO MARINE DISASTER. 


The Steamer Johu Knox Lost in a Oal» 


With All on Board. 


BOSTOX, May 2.—The HinM'i St. John's 


(Newfoundland) spe, iiil says: The first 
news reached heie this afternoon of an 
appalling marine disaster that occurred 
at the southwest point of the channel har- 
bor to the eaiward of Cape Kay, late Sat- 
urday night. 


Shortly after midnight the Inhabitants 


of the neighboring shore were aroused 
from their slumbers by the sound of a 
steamship horn. Hastening to the edge 
of tho water they peered through the 
darkness, rain and fog lo locate the posi- 
tion of tho blowing steamer. 


Presently rockets were observed 
to 


shoot up toward the heavens in rapid 
succession, showing that an unknown 
craft wns in need of nssistanC3. The ves- 
sel was only about four hundred yards 
from land, but a heavy aa\e and tremen- 
dous sea prevented b'lats being sent to 
her rescue.

yond this It wns absolutely impossible to 
nuike any attempt to aid the vessel. The 
signals made on shore could be seen on 
board the vessel.

About half-past two o'clock, two hours 


after tho alarm was tirit givon, the ship 
inudo a plunge and disappeared beneath 
the sea.

catastrophe. 
Plenty of wreckage was 


found tloating about, from which the ill-- 
fated steamer was found to be the John 
Knox, Captain Brolly, from Glasgow, 
bound for (Juebec, with a cargo of Iron, 
liquors and bricks. 


The bodies of the captain and fifteen of 


the crew have been recovered, and one of 
the Isltor has been Identified by a certifi- 
cate of discharge found In his coat pocket 
as that of a ttreman named Johu McOulre. 
As the steamer hud a crew of about thir- 
ty, there are over a clox.wu bodies still 
missing.

The Standard Oil Conspiracy Suit*. 
BCFFAIAN. Y.,May a-TUe trial ot Hiram 


B Ernest and others for an alleged con- 
spiracy to destroy the business ol ;tne 
Bnflalb Lnbricattag Oil Comp»ny was 
begun in the Supreme Gonrt this morning. 
District Attorney Quimby, in opening for 
the prosecution, weat over the whole 
ground of the complaint . He related how 
the Standard Oil Company became inter- 
ested with the Everests in the Vacuum 
Oil Works of Rochester, and how Chas. B. 
Matthews, Albert 
Miller and J. Scott 


Alison, employees of the Vacuum left it 
to start the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Com- 
pany. Miller was the practical man, and 
the only one who could bnild the stills.and 
knew the process of manufacturing oils. 
Without Miller they woulfl be practically 
powerless to carry on their business. The 
district attorney charged that H. B. Ever- 
est suggested to Miller that the works be 
so built "that something would happen, 
and that Miller did so, and deserted the 
Buffalo Company to go into the Vacuum 
at tl,500 a year to do nothing, and that he 
was paid 14,000 for doing practically 
nothing. Miller had been missing for some 
ime after this. 


Mr. Quimby said he would show that .the 


defendants had acted injudiciously to 
trade and commerce bv crushing out rival 
concerns for the purpose of keeping up 
31-ices. He said that suits were brought 
oy the Standard Company in the United 
States Courts to crush the Buffalo Com- 
pany as they had destroyed the Atlas 
Company, and one of these suits had cost 
Mr. Malthe\vs $10,030. 


Albert Miller testitied that he learned 


how to make oil in the employ of the 
Vacuum Oil Works. 
He described the 


process. 
Albert A. Millei- testified that he was 


sixty-flve years old. 
He was employed 


by the Everest's in the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany, working for them as a carpenter, 
firing running stills, and learned how to 
make oil. 
Besides his brother, Truman 


Miller, a man named Paterson and a man 
named Gable in Rochester knew how to 
make oil. The witness first met Charles 
B. Mathews in 1S7S or 1880. Ue was intro- 
duced ID him by Mr. Everest. There was 
a change in the business in 1S85. Said he: 
"1 had a talk with Charles Everest then, 
and told him I understood the Standard 
had bought out the work*, and asked if it 
was going to make any difference in my 
position, and lie said it would not. I saw 
John D. Archibald in Rochester. 
I think 


it was at trie Vacuum Oil Works. The 
first talk I had about leaving the company 
was in 1SSO. I came to Buffalo in 1831. I 
talked with J. Scott Wilson, a salesman 


f the company, and with Charles B. 
fathews, about coming to buffalo 
to 


manufacture oil. 1 talke.! to Charles M. 
fiveresi about leaving. He s.aid he was 
.orry. iiii'l 1 told him 1 was going/ to Buf- 
iilo'with Mr. Mathews and Wilson. Mr. 
Malhews came in and toll him he was

Everest that Iho name of the Com-

Oil Company, he would do all he 


:o«ld to injure us. He asked us how we 
were going to ce- our oil. Weto'.d him 
from the Atlas Oil Refining Company. 
Ho replied thai we would wake up some 
aiornin?- iin.l find no Atlas Oil Company 
tliere. Mr. Everest said that the Stand- 
ird hart other ways and means of making 
money, that we knew nothing about. 
After Mr. Mathews went out, C. M. 
Everest said he did not want me to go 
away too soon, until he had heard from liis 
father. We had been to Buffalo at this 
time and looked at some land. I told him 
I could not wait." 


The witness was on the stand all after- 


noon, under examination bv District-At- 
torney Quinby. He testified that Mr. Ev- 
erest asked him whether it would not be 
better to have $20.000of stock in his wife's 
name and stay on with the Rochester 
company than to go to Buffalo and be con- 
nected with a company whose speedy 
downfall he predicted. 


Mr. Miller testified that while he was 


working for the Buffalo parties he was 
approachud by persons in the Rochester 
interest iind requested to construct the 
works so that an explosion would ensue, 
and while he was engaged at the Buffalo 
works at two dollars per day he was paid 
by the Rochester parties mentioned to de- 
sert his Buffalo employment and go to the 
Pacific coast, and that while in the Buf- 
falo employ he was approached to so 
manage that the stills would explode and 
that the oil manufactured should be of an 
inferior quality. The case will bo contin- 
ued to-day.

Decatur'a Church Bells. 


Communicated. 


Now that our beautiful city has just 


entered upon the verge of a new life and 
is in a fair way to become a city of fame 
in the near future, might it not "be well 
in its early growth to consider one point, 
and that quite an important one to some 
of its citizens—the ringing of its church 
bells. As there are several fine churches 
to be erected in and about the heart of 
the city within a short space of time, 
might not a little thought upon this 
point, and due consideration for the feel- 
ings and nervea of the persons living 
near these or other churches, show that 
for many reasons it would be bene- 
ficial to build these structures minus 
a belfry and a bell. As our city is 
bound to grow and become more thickly 
settled, some persons must of necesity 
be near neighbors to the church bell, and 
then it is that one's nerves become weak 
and one feels almost driven to distrac- 
tion; for these bells seem not content 
with ringing twice, or even three times in 
one day, but a particular one in this 
vicinity ia known to have rung as many 
as thirteen times during one twenty-four 
hours. Thia seems useless when it is 
known that two-thirds of its congregation 
live out of hearing distance of its bell. 


The bell is not a necessity to the church. 


Many of our churches hove no bell, and 
the members of such as these find it quite 
as easy a task to be at service promptly 
on time, as do those who ore summoned 
by the bell. There is very seldom a 
dwelling without at least one clock, and 
how much better it is to be summoned 
by such a silent caller than by one which 
perhaps disturbs the quiet of the well, 
or hinders the recovery of the sick. 


Let us look at this question from an- 


other point of view. Are not the belfry 
and the bell two sources of great expense 
in the building of a church? Many hun- 
dred dollars are used in thia way, which 
might be a much greater source of benefit 
to the members if put into a fine organ, 
wherewith to furnish better music for the 
church. 


Some may say, it will not seem like 


Sunday without the bells; then let the 
ones now hung ring for the principal ser- 
vice on that day. 


This may be of interest to our city 


council, and we trust they may weigh 
and consider the matter as being a pro- 
motion to the welfare of our city. T. N.

posits of natural gas can be opened in 
this vicinity. John and Gfeorge Stare 
are to be congratulated upon their deter- 
mination to make a search at an outlay 
of $6,000 to $10,000, and they will receive 
substantial encouragement if they desire 
it. 


Some years ago William Wilson, who 


resides near Casner Station, in Long 
Creek township, struck natural gas at a 
depth of less than 100 feet. The gas 
flowed steadily for nearly four years, and 
Mr. Wilson utilized the gas by piping 
his house. He used the gas for cooking, 
heating and other purposes. The flame 
shot from the top of the well 15 feet 
high, and the force was sufficient to make 
the whistle heard a distance of two miles. 
The supply of gas at the Wilson well has 
dwindled until now there is but a fitful 
flow. 


Long before 1860 Henry Hummell 


found natural gas at his home place on 
East Main street, and Nick Weber acci- 
dentally struck it at his old brewery 
place, south of the city.
